that would notquickly trafle vp his pack and be trud 
ging. Butwhatſccke we All defiretoo line, andthar 
at their caſe, & cuery one according totheluſt wher- 
with heis led. And this is the cauſe why thetemple 
of GOD at this day is negleQed- and: contemned, 
Yea which is more,thereare very many ſubrtill ones, 
too ſetbefore menseics euyll allurementes and Rtum- 


bling blockes too-rurne vs awaycfrom that ſtudy of 


godlineſſethat was in Dauid, They alleage whar ſhal 
1t pxofite vsto chaungethe place: whether ſocuer wee 
goe, we ſhall findethe worldethere aſwell as in our 
Countrey : all at this day is cortupred, therearelike 
offences inallplaces, and temptations too make men 
fall from God, I graunt themal-this. Butif the que- 


| ſtion wereoftheir bodies, and that they were admo-

Nowe I 
meanealwayesthe dofrinc of the Goſpell when it is 
purely PR as alſo the Sacramentes when they 
are rightly miniſtred as it becommeth : then alſo 
publique prayers and other meanes which ſerue roo 
the ſtirring of ysvp,and awakening of vs, that wee 
ſhould not be poyſoned with the temptations of the 
world, Now cucry manknoweth that nothing of all 
this is found 1n the papacic,but rather altogirher con+ 
trary, Letvsthereforetake good heede leaſt chat 
in ſuchneceſiitic, wherein wee haue needeto bee ſuc- 
coured, we reie&not the helpes that GOD inmer- 
cichath offred ynto ys. There are others, whiche yet 
more playnely , vomite out the filth and diſcaſe of 
their tomack, Shall we goe (ſay they) to a Churche 
wherein to our greate offence , wee ſhall ſee trouble:

fend vs : Yea and there ſbalbe people geuen too all 
kinde of iniquitic,who through theyr lewd and dif 
ſolute life defamethe Goſpel , ' Beſides thar,vanitics, 
0) OY" and fuch likethinges ſhal there 
care tomuch {way And whichis worſeto be borne, 
many ſhal ſhew them ſclues ſuch obſtinate and varuly 
contemners of 'God,that more vngodlincſlc ſhall bee 
foundamongſt themythen amongeſt the Papiſts. Fur- 
thermore amongeſt the Magiſtrates and thoſe that ſir 
atthehelue of juſtice , there ſhalbe foundeno leflea- 
buſeand corruption then in other places : yea men 
ſhall finde many amongeſt tepreahers that mightbe 
amended, Some wyl be foundenegligent ia their mi- 
niſterie,or rather they wil be ſo geuento ſeeke their 
owne profite,that they wilhaue no great care of their 
office, And which is worſt of all, thereare amongeſt 
theſe ſome ieſters and: belly Gods which delire no- 
thing but too make good-cheare, and too makerhem 
ſelues companions of the wickeddeſt forte, that they 
may hauelibertietoo: liueasthey liſte, But lerys pur 
thecaſethar it wereten timesas yll as they ſay: yet 
notwithſtanding their excuſe is alwayes friuolous 
whoſertſuch barres vntothem ſelues, leaſt they ſhould 
draw neateand come too the Churche of God. 
. Butletvs indeede fixe our eyes ypon the example 
of Dauid , I beſeech you, was thereſuch vprightnes

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be wiſhed? Nay contrariwiſe we hear the complaints 
which they often times made aſwell ofthemalice de- 
ceiptes,crueltic,and prideof the king ,as of his offi- 
ccrs, Furthermore the Prieſts 8 the Leuites,did they 
behaue them ſclues ſo holyly as men had [occaſion to 
becontented therewith? Nay rather we maye gather 
that thegreateſt parte of them cleaued vntoeuilland 


nouriſhed theyr iniquities flattering them ſelues in 


them. And as conceraingthe common'people, rhere 
was amongeſt them greathypocrifie,and many mani» 
feſt vices and wickednefles, LoethentheChurche 
of God full of many corruptions , and yet notwith- 
ſtanding David lotheth notto enter therin,andthe de- 
fire that he had waxed not cold. This is a merneilous 
hard temptatio:I confefle it: Forthe morethatany is 
rouched with the zecale and honour of God, ſo much 
the more 1uſt cauſe he hath of greening and yexing

Buttheremedic to ouercome allthis ,isſhewed ysby 


David: thar is to ſay,that we ſeekethe face of God 8&

oaynſt ys,we onthe contrary partſet downethis cons 
cluſion;that there is nothing more pleaſant and beau- 
tifull, then rodwell inthe Temple of God, wherewe

cauſe that our Sauior Chriſt doth thus name the prea-_ 
chipgof chegoſpe, They rhereforerhat aredeſt __-

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therof $&&makenot accopt aſmuch as is poſsibleto lei c 
thoſe meanes wherby they may cuioy itglufficicrly de- 
clarethac they are too carnally affcAcdto the pelfe of 
this world ,8& arenot yer diſpoſed to exchange ther 
with the kingdom of heaue. Bur if they might poſleſle 
both togither, I would not eovie the: bur if they canot 
hold cheir poſſeſſio,8 neſtle ſtil intheir neaſtes,vnles 
they wil defraudetheſclues of the fode of the chaldren 
of God: yea if rhey cannot maintainetheſelues in the 
ſtate wheria they arc,without cutting theſelues of fr6 
the churche, it is meete for them to regard thatneceſſi 
fy which god hath laid ypo the.

or how ſhal I liue? Asthough god had appointed the 

that preach the Goſpel to be ſtewardes 8 ouerſeers, 
 toappoint euery man his ſtate & his ordinarie,and to. 
giuecucrie oneaccording to his worthineſle & digni., 
tichis certain penc1io & wages: If we canhelpethem 
by coſiſel or direfio wearebound to do it, yeathogh 
they do not requeſt it:but if we benot ablegſhal ourli-. 
bertietherfore be loſt ro reachecuery manthatwhich 
God hath commided him? But if they had wel lear- 
nedandremembred this dorine of Dauid,too loue

chicfe tharthey would holde all,and ficepe in whole 
ſkinnes not ſuffering theyr riches or honours too bee:

delightes,that is roo ſay , they cannot bow their necks 


nor bend their backes too beare Teſas Chriſt . Let the 
pleade and contendeaboutthe mattcr,aſmuch as they

Concerning ſuch as haue alredy ſorſakentheyr coun- 
trey , that they mighr come too a place, where they 
might freely ſerue God , and where the tructh of the

take that they may bee counted and reckoned of the

of God,heleadeth vs too the moſt high and meruei: - 
lous ſecretes of his wiſedome with ſuche familiaritie: 
asif afather ſhouldecommunicateand open himlſelfe 
too his children, And fare we were very vathanketul 
ifthis recompence ſhould not ſatiſfie vs. Itis yery true 
- thatthe faithfull may well be tempted and prouoked 
whea their affaires ſhall goe backwarde, and thatthe 
wicked ſhall triumphe1n all profperttie. - Burwhen 
they ſbal coſider on the other fide,that God hath cho- .

The Argument, 


Ee ſee that when all thinges goe 
well with the. Children of this 
| worlde , howe they pleaſe them- 
ſelues in thetr owne ſtate and con- 
ation how proudly they aduance 
themſecluesm iefoifug the { harch - 
| of GOD : and although they 

bee often trmes tamed Z af fli- 
Tons : yet canthey not fergetts 
this ſo fooliſhe onerweening arro- 
gancy, ſor to leaſe themſelneri in the tranſtorie trumperie of the 
earth. Inthe meane ſeaſon,they care not greatly for religion, nor 
for the ſermce of God: forſomuch as delight:ng themſelues with 
therr vame delightes,riches commodities ,pompes and honors g 
thutke themſelues happy without the helpe of God, 

Now it falleth out oftentimes, that God havdleth ſuch people 
according too their deſires, asf hee wonld enenfat them vp 98.00 : 
the due time of puniſhing them be come :and comrariwiſehe affli- 
tterh his Churche with many adnerſities , and handleth it wonder 
full roughly; or rather leaneth it tos lan wy ina poore and miſe- 
rable condition : in ſuch ſort that it ——_—_ thinke it ſelfe moſtvns 
happy : at the leaſt it is ſubieFft too the ſcofſing and biting ſlaunders 
of worldlinges. To the any therefore that ft Feirbfat be not de- 
cemed, with ſuch an outward ſhew,jt is under? for them too be 
drawen too a more high conſideration 1 too the ende they may hold 
that for vnloubted which is o ſaide inthe ;3.Pſal.ver.12. that that 
people is bleſſed, which hath the Lord for theirGod. And this is the 
femme of this preſent Pſalme, too ſhewe that there is but one onely 
Churche of God,which excelleth in digniie andexcellency all the 
hingdomes and common wealthes of the earth , becauſe that it 
hath God, for the Tutor and oy of the ſalvation ancks 7d 
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And becauſe it is vx der his band and !eading, yea too the end that 
amonge#t the horrible tempeſt es troubles and chanrges wherewnh 
the worlde is contingally ſbaken,it may remame conjtantand ſtand 
faſt,and principally Ithat bemg ſo miraculc»/ly ſaned through the 
grace of God,tt may conragionſly goe on too the battell,vntyll that 
it attaine too that crowne of glory which 15 laide vp for iton high. 
And this undoubtedly is a ſigular benefite of GOD ,and a mura- 
cle woorthie nemer too bee forgaitenthat among: ſt ſo many alte= 
rations and chaunges of the kngdomes of the worlde, hee continu- 
eth his churche from age too age and nener ſuffereth it '00 be abo- 


liſhed. But becauſe that oftentimes,whiles the vnbeleeners abound 


1 riches,and flooriſhe it credite and authboritie,the poore Churche 
of Godis toſſed hyther and thyther ,with many danngers andnfinit 


| ſhipwrackes,yea which is more,is oftentimes ſeene asit were ſwas 


lowed vp:;altogeather like as a Boate which is enenready 100 bee 
drowned : the felicttie thereof conſiſteth principalh in that ener 
laſting eſtate which God hath laid vp for it in his kingdome . 

The circumſtance of the time wherein this Pſalme was made 
ſerue th vs very much,the better too make vs too wnderſtande it. 
For although the people were thenreturned from Babylon,where it 
had been long time holden Captine, _—_ that the Churche 
were gathered as it were into one bodye,too bee no more ſo ſcatte« 
red as it had beene: although that the temple were builded and 
the Altar ſet vp, thereupon to offer vp ſacrifices, and all the wor» 
ſhip of Godreſtored : Nenerthcleſſe becauſe there was but one 
handful of people returned imto the holy lande,in reſpett of the 

reat mitltitude that went ont of it:and of that thatremained,was 
dayly d:minſhed through the violences and outrages of the enim- 
mmies:in ſuch ſort that the ſtate of the people was very contepuble: 
ard alſo becauſe the temple had no ſuch mateſtie as it had before: 
All this maketh that the farthfull coulde hane no great hope, for 
the time is come. And ſurely it ſeemeth impoſſible that ener they 
ſhowlde be reſtored too theyr former ſtate from whence they were 


fallen, Wherefore it was very danngerons, leaſt tm calling too re« 


membrance theyr diſcomfirure and onerthrow, an thinking alſo 
of ſo many exilles wherwith they ceaſed not too bee oppreſſed that 
they had not beene ſnaken,and mths ende bad not fallen too viter 
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deſpayre, The ende therefore of this Pſalme it too comfort them, 


that they might not be diſcouraged in theyr miſeries. And the bet- 
ter tobrmg I to paſſe,God promiſeth che, that they ſhal not onely 
recouer that which they had loſt,but alſo ifteth the wp mta a bet- 
ter hope $o0 wit of an incomparable glory,as aiſo it had beene pro 


miſed unto them by their Prophet Aggens, that the maieſte of Hereal0 


the ſeconde Temple ſhoulde bee greater then that of the firſt, _ 
It remayneth nowe that we applie this Pſalme to our vſe, God 
wonlde that this conſolation, ſhoulde be of ſuch power andimpor- 


taunce towardes the faithfullof t hat time, that not onely it mught 


reforme them, tothe ende they might not be oppreſſed with ſo ma- 


ny eilles : bt that it (honlde as a man woulde ſaye hane drawen. 


them out of the grane , ts hane lifted them vppe, even to Heauen. 
Nowe foraſmuch as we know, that the thinges which were fore-. 
rolde of that time were accompliſhed, we are mere then unthankg= 
fmll,if the experience which our anncient Fathers had, beyug ioy-- 
ned with the promiſes of God,dee not ſuffiſe to confirme our fanb 
ſo much the more, For it cannot be ſufficiently expreſſed imwordes,,. 


howe [eſns Chriſt with bis comming hath adorned and magnified 
his Chmrch, For then the true religion, which was ſbut vp,til that 


time inthe conntrie of [ewrie, was ſpread abroade througheont 


the whole worlde : and God which before was onely knowen of one 
onely race, began nowe tobe called pon in all tongues and thorow 
out all nattons. Then the worlde which before had beene ſo miſe- 


rably deftratted & as it were torne in peeces with ſo many ſects ,er-. 


rors,C ſmperſtit10s,was vnited & knit into one holy cocord of faith. 
Then allpeople acquainted them -ſelnes of very fernent depre, 


with the Tewes , whom before they greatly abborred and acte-. 


fred. Alſo kenges and peopleyof theyr owne accord ,illingl yeelded 


themſelues too be ſubiett to Teſus { briſte.Wolwes and Lions were 


chaunged mto lambes. God powred out vpon the fathfulthe gifts 


of the holy Ghoſte which excelled all the glory of the worlde. And 


this was 4 thing ſo much the more wonder full that the body of the 
Church which was gathered together and compounded of ſa many 
dimers members,and which were ſeparated the one from the other, 
by farre diſtaunt (ountreis that yet notwithſtanding that hee ſo

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God wrought mightily, in multeplying the preaching of the Go- 
fpelin ſo ſhort atime, and in making it ſo wonderfully to fruttifie 
and to profite, Wherefore although that the nobilitie and dignty 
of the- Church, had nener bm ſet foorth in this preſent Pſalme, yet | 
notwithſtanding the incomparable graces which G O D diſplayed 
th at the comming of his Sonne, ſheweth that the Chuerche is 
truely,an heauenly cf not an earthly kingdome.Horeomer it muſt 
needes be that this be that preſent time,wherem God ſo magnified 
and made the ſtate of bis Church too ſhine, that the faithfull, the 
better to efteeme the worthineſſe of tt ,/ooke more high then mans 
reaſon and vnderſtanding can attayn vnto. For fro the time that it 
ſo flooriſhed as wee hane ſayde, it had no pompe neither of Golde, 
wor filner, norpretions ſlones : but rather her triumphes were in 
the bloodgf Martyres: and as (be was riche in ſpirite ,ſo ſhee was 
naked ad poore concerning the mucke of the worlde : as ſhee was 
precious and beautifull in holmeſſe, before God and his Angelles, 
ſo ſhe was rontemptible in the Borlde. She had many outward and 
eÞi enemies whocruelly perſecuted her : or rather did miſchenouſ. 
h denife to caſt her headlodg wnder the earth. There were 
any trajnes and platformes layed + as the Dinell wil!nexer 
Ceaſe to moleſt to entrappe her by Hypocrites, Tobe ſport the dig 
witie thereof was enermore hidden under the (rofſe of Chriſt.On 
the other fide a man might eaſily inage , that all the woorthmes 
which ſhee hath, is ſpirunuall, ſo as ſhe cannot be ſeene with car= 
wall eye. Wherefore the conſolation which is contayned here cea- 
ſeth not to be very meete and ſeaſonable for this time : to the ende

— Thenameof Rahab is put aſwell in other places of 
the Scripture for Egypt: and here it very;well agre- 
eth to this ſentence: For the Prophetes minde is to0- 
deſcribe the excellente and glorious eſtate of the 
Churche whiche then was hid , Hee ({ayth therefore. 
that they who before had beene deadly cnimies, or 
werealtogeather ſtraungers vnto it, ſhouldenotonely 
bee her familiar freendes but as ir were engraffed 
into one body,too the ende too bee accountedfor Ci- 
tizens of Hieraſalem, Twill put (fayth hee) intoo 
myneaccounte,orl will enrowle Egypt and Baby- 
lon, amongeſt my famyliars or houſholde ones, Fur- + 
| therheeadderh thar the Philiſtines they of _ 
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Echiopia,who hithertoo had had great diſcorde with 
the pcople of God, ſhoulde bee vatoo him as good 
friendes,as if they werethe naturall borne of Tewry. 
Now in ſpeaking ſo therof he ſpecificth a fingular dig- 
nitieof the Churche of G OD : and that is thatthey 
 whichdid deſpiſe it, and did wiſhe at too bee vrterly 
raſed and deſtroied, ſhoulde gather themſelues round 
about yntoo it, yea, and ſhould account it for a great 
honour too be enrouled and acknowledged amongeſt 
his people, For the Prophet ſignifieth that all of their 
owne accorde, ſhoulde renounce their owne natu- 
tal Countreyes,wherein toforethey parall their glo- 
ry, This is thereforeaſmuch as if he houlde ſay , that 
from what quarter ſocuer men wereborne, were it in
